WASHINGTON. Aug. 13 - 
Sen. 
Taft (R) of Ohio proposed today 
that the United States create a per­ 
manent special system of voluntary 
military training, rather than resort 
to conscription. 
As the senate resumed its debate 
on the controversial Burke-Wads- 
worth compulsory service bill, Taft 
offered a substitute bill which he 
said is designed to build up and 
main fain a reservoir of 1,500,000 
trained men. 
Sen. Barkley of Kentucky, the 
Democratic leader, voiced opposi­ 
tion, however, to any substitute or 
compromise measures which would 
delay inauguration of a conscrip­ 
tion program. 


•Things Go Pretty Well’ 


With two days of debate in the 
record, 
Barkley 
observed 
that 
things are 
“going 
along 
pretty 
well” and told reporters he thinks 
that the senate will vote against 
postponing a draft law to experi­ 
ment further with voluntary enlist­ 
ment plans, as anti-conscriptionlsts 
have urged. 
Legislation 
empowering 
the 
President to mobilize the National 
Guard and reserves advanced an­ 
other step toward enactment when 
the house military committee voted 
unanimously last night to recom­ 
mend 
passage of the senate-ap­ 
proved measure, but made several 
changes in its provisions. 
The committee retained the re­ 
quirement that men called to the 
colors should be restored to their 
former, or equivalent, Jobs after 
their year’s 
active 
service 
but 
struck out the provision that an 
employer's failure to reinstate • 
man would constitute nnfsir labor 
practice under the national labor 
relations act. 


•Putting Cart Before Horae’ 


It 
also 
revised 
the 
National 
Guard provisions to require manda­ 
tory discharge, upon request, of a 
guardsmen with one or more abso­ 
lute dependents. 
In offering his conscription sub­ 
stitute, Taft said it provides a 
comprehensive plan for training the 
youth of the nation, without dis­ 
turbing their schooling or divorc­ 
ing them from their Jobs, through 
the establishment of a separate 
army training corps and the en­ 
couragement of three-to-four-year 
high school • and college military 
courses. 
The Ohioan said it would be 
“ putting the cart before the horse-’ 
to enact the Burke-Wadsworth bill 
which would require the registra­ 
tion of all men from 21 through 
30. with the first 400,000 to be 
called for active training In Octo­ 
ber. 


Pay Increase Proposed 


His substitute proposed that men 
from 18 through 34 be enlisted 
voluntarily in this training corps 
for a year’s active service. A limit 
of 1,500.000 was set on the num­ 
ber of men to be so trained and 
later transferred to the reserves. 
After the first year, only graduates 
of high schools or colleges, under 
25 years old, could enlist in the 
training corps. 
Increase in the army’s basic pay 
from $21 to $30 a month also was 
proposed in the Taft measure, but 
Sen. Barkley said that Sen. Shep­ 
pard (D) of Texas, floor manager 
of the Burke-Wadsworth measure, 
already has agreed to accept a 
similar amendment to that bill. 
During yesterday's debate on the 
draft 
bill. Sen. Norris (Ind) of 
Nebraska charged 
that conscrip­ 
tion would mean the establishment 
and maintenance of an army of 
“staggering” proportions. Creation 
of such a military force in the 
United States, he asserted, is al­ 
most sure to lead to dictatorship. 
Sen Burke 4D ) of Nebraska con­ 
tended. on the other hand, thai 
selective service is the only demo­ 
cratic way to train immediately 
the large -number of 
men 
who 
would be needed if this country 
were forced into war.

Sir Henry Gullett. vice president 
of the executive council. 
Other victim s were Sir Cyril’s 
chief aide. Col. Thortwalt; Street’s 
secretary, and the four members 
of the crew. 
Government officials immediately 
postponed the cabinet meeting and 
a scheduled session of the com­ 
monwealth loan council. 
The plane was a Lockheed Hud­ 
son bomber. 
The pilot, forced to 
land, made what at first appeared 
to be a successful pancake landing 
on the side of a hill, but the plane 
burst into flames almost immedi­ 
ately and the occupants, believed 
to have been alive when the plane 
hit the ground, were unable to 
escape. 
Premier Robert G. Menzies said 
the disaster was “a shocking piece 
of news and a great national ca­ 
lamity. the consequences of which 
are not yet fully realized.”

corporation" in connection with re­ 
ports of the activities of Dr. Ger­ 
hard W estrick. commercial counsel­ 
or of the German embassy. 
As a result of the revelations con­ 
cerning Westrick, Rieber acknowl­ 
edged helping the Nazi representa­ 
tive to get a driver’s license and of­ 
fering him the use of a company 
car. 
The oilman explained he consid­ 
ered this "good 
business” since 
Westrick. German supreme court 
lawyer, had represented the com­ 
pany on occasions in Germany. 
The driver’s license subsequently 
was revoked by. the state motor ve­ 
hicle department on grounds his 
application contained false state­ 
ments.

It showed bim. too, ex­ 
panding facilities for training re­ 
cruits to man and operate 
the 
finished war equipment. 
Mr. Roosevelt touched every New 
England state except Vermont on 
his trip. He specialized yesterday 
on submarines and the torpedoes 
which are their most damaging 
weapon. 
Before looking over the naval 
war college and training station at 
Newport, R. I., the President viewed 
the navy’s major torpedo - making 
plant on an island just outside that 
resort city. 
With a glance at Quonset Point, 
R. I , where the navy is building a 
$25,000,000 air base, he cruised on 
his yacht Potomac to New London.

Meanwhile, friction between italy 
and Yugoslavia was reported by 
the Fascist press today aa Italian- 
Greek tension apparently moved 
toward a crisis. 
The Yugoslav difficulty, accord­ 
ing to the newspaper La Tribuna. 
is over the killing of a Fascist in 
the Italian town of Zara on the 
Yugoslav coast. The Zara populace 
is said to he aroused. 
Fascist Leonardo Cill roo vich, the 
dispatch said, was killed when he 
objected to a stranger singing a 
Slav song on a Zara street. 
Virginio Gayda,

U. S. Corn Yield 28 Bu. An Acre 
Special To Th* Review. 
COLUMBUS, Xug. 13—Com acreage for the United States, at the 
last report, was 12.8 percent below the average for the last IO years 
but the last estimates on probable production placed the 1940 crop at 
2.515.998.000 bushels, which is 5 percent above the average production 
for the past IO years. 
Yields per acre this year are estimated at 28 bushels, as compared 
with a 23-bushel average yield for* 
the last IO years. Ohio prospects 
on July I were for a crop of 132.- 
000.000 bushels which would have 
been 39.000,000 bushels less than 
was produced in 1939. 
However, 
unfavorable 
weather 
conditions In parts of the state 
since July I may have reduced the 
crop below the estimate. 
The 
estimated 
United 
Slates 
crop July I plus the carryover of old 
corn will provide a total of nearly 
four billion bushels. A factor which 
may affect the 1940 corn market is 
the decided decrease In the num­ 
ber of spring pigs produced and 
also the expected decrease in fail 
pigs. 
The spring pig crop was 8 per­ 
cent smaller than in 1939 and the 
number of sows to farrow in the 
fall is expected to be 12 percent 
less than for the fall of 1939. The 
total pig crop for the year will be 


about IO percent below that for 
last year. 
Rural economists at Ohio State 
university say there never before 
was a time when the price outlook 
for farm products was so uncer­ 
tain. Sudden ending of the Euro­ 
pean war almost certainly would 
depress prices for both Industrial 
and farm products, and a victory 
for the dictator countries almost 
would certainly affect export of 
both types of goods adversely. 
Ohio farmers will be in a better 
position than those In many other 
sections to take advantage of any 
improvement in 
farm prices be­ 
cause of better conditions in do­ 
mestic industry. Ohio farm goods 
are produced near industrial cen­ 
ters and can be placed Immediate­ 
ly on markets where an Improved 
demand materializes.

receipts, or with cash. If cash Is 
paid. the insurance division pur­ 
chases wheat to be used in paying 
losses. 
The importance of wheat insur­ 
ance in Ohio is proved by records 
on policies covering the 1939 and 
the 1940 crops. For 1939, 
1.882 
claims were paid out of a total of 
10,269 
Ohio 
policies. 
This year, 
there will be approximately 8.000 
claims for losses of about $400,000 
out of the total of 29,059 policies.

In its regular session, council 
parsed three ordinances, on* mak­ 
ing available 14,876.88 tor the sur­ 
face coating of IO streets, another 
appropriating ISO to purchase a 
filing cabinet for the health board 
and the third providing $100 for 
expenses of the civil sendee com­ 
mission. 
Rules Ar* Suspended 
All three bills were passed under 
suspension of rules, as was a reso­ 
lution 
authorising 
Hsfety-Service 
Director William Watkln to ask 
bids on three alternate proposals 
for removing abandoned streetcar 
rails throughout tha city. 
The lawmakers agreed on a fee 
of 15 cents for handling any gar­ 
bage container up to 20 gallons 
and 20 cents for any can over that 
capacity, with no limit stipulated. 
Failure of a V»-mlll levy at the 
May primary left the city with col- 
lections es its only source of rev* 
Due for the garbage department, 
councilmen pointed out. It cannot 
appropriate in addition to the $10,- 
000 earmarked for the year by the 
budget commistion, they added. 
In order to raise money for the 
virtually depleted fund, council ex­ 
pects to Issue notes In anticipation 
of the collection of fees during the 
rest of the year.
